Cheap price for 
changing my life’

A TOP horse racing 
worker may never be 
able to ride again after an 
horrific crash earlier this 
year left him with head 
injuries and broken ribs. 

Dave Goodwin, 59, who is also 
a keen cyclist, was knocked off 
his bike when a van crashed into 
him. 

The van driver, Dennis 
Delahunty, 65, was fined £220 for 
careless driving and was given a 
six-month driving ban under the 
totting-up rules when the six 
points awarded by magistrates at 
Ely put him over the 12-point 
limit. 

Delahunty, of Queensway, 
Exning, was also ordered to pay 
£35 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge last Thursday. He 
admitted the offence. 

Mr Goodwin, who was joint 
winner of a stable lad of the year 
award in 2002, said: “I try not to 
feel bitter, but it seems a pretty 
cheap price to pay for changing 
my life. 

“Eve never really wanted to hold 
a grudge against him, but some 
mornings it’s hard to get out of 
bed. 

“I’m making reasonably good 
progress when you consider what 
could have happened. 

“But I’m never going to be how I 
was before it happened.” 

He said it would be another six 
months before he could consider 
a return to work.

But he said it was 
unlikely that he would 
be able to exercise 
horses again. 

Mr Goodwin, of 
Wyndham Way, 
Newmarket, said he 
was grateful for the 
support he had 
received from friends 
in the town’s racing 
industry as well as 
medical staff and 
emergency services. 

The court heard Mr 
Goodwin spent 52 
days in hospital after 
Delahunty’s Ford 
Transit van crashed 
into his bike in 
Snailwell on the 
afternoon of May 18. 

Mr Goodwin, who 
has taken part in 
triathlons and cycle 
races, was training to 
ride some of the 
stages of the Tour de 
France this summer.

Laura Mardell, 
prosecuting, said 
Delahunty, a delivery 
driver for Interlink 
Express, did not signal 
as he made a right 
turn and did not see 
Mr Goodwin who was 
wearing bright blue 
cycle racing gear. 


“There were no 
distractions and he 
was fit to drive, so as 
to why he didn’t see 
him he just can’t 
explain. 

“Mr Delahunty is 
absolutely devastated 
by this and, as Mr 
Goodwin will, will be 
forced to live with the 
consequences for the 
rest of his life.” 

He said Delahunty 
would lose his job as a 
result of the driving 
ban.

darker winter months, 
criminals can take the 
opportunity to prey on 
stores when they seem 
more vulnerable. We 
want to give post office 
and shop managers 
information they can 
use to protect their 
businesses. 

“By following some 
simple pieces of crime 
prevention advice, such 
as locking staff doors 
and having good lighting 
outside, owners can 
keep themselves, their 
customers and their 
businesses safe and 
keep criminals at bay.” 

As well as issuing 
crime prevention packs 
throughout the county, 
officers across Suffolk 
will carry out high 
visibility patrols in 
vulnerable areas as a 
deterrent to criminals 
and to offer reassurance 
to those premises. 


Operation Arctic has 
run for the past three 
years in Suffolk to 
prevent and detect 
robberies at post offices 
and stores, and ATM 
thefts, with a great deal 
of success. 

Chief Insp Pauling 
said: “It is likely that a 
criminal will visit the 
shop they want to target 
in the hours, days or 
weeks leading up to the 
offence. 

“This could simply be 
driving past or sitting in 
vehicles outside. 

“If the community 
acts as an extra set of 
eyes and ears, infor¬ 
mation passed to us 
could stop these visits 
before they become a 
serious incident.” 

Anyone who spots 
suspicious activity near 
small shops or post 
offices should call 
Suffolk police on (01473) 
613500 or dial 999 if a 
crime is being com¬ 
mitted.

Homes scheme 
for race workers

NEW HOMES for 
former horseracing 
workers are set to be 
created in a £1.7 
million scheme. 

Racing Welfare, the charity 
for people who work in the 
industry, is planning to 
convert Rous Memorial 
Court, a listed building off 
Old Station Road, 
Newmarket, into 16 
“independent living units”. 

The Newmarket-based 
charity currently has 80 
retired racing workers on its 
waiting list for suitable 
homes in the town. 

The charity acquired the 
building earlier this year 
from Kings Forest Housing, 
which used it as 23 bedsits in 
a sheltered housing scheme. 

The former tenants have 
been rehoused in other Kings 
Forest schemes. 

Cedric Burton, Racing 
Welfare’s chief executive, 
said: “I think it will look 
really nice. We are trying to 


enhance the building and 
recapture some of its 
attractiveness. 

“We are investing in the 
heritage of the building.” 

Applications for planning 


permission and listed 
building consent have been 
submitted to Forest Heath 
District Council. 

If consent is given, the 
charity hopes the work will 


be completed by the 
beginning of 2012. 

One of the changes to the 
front of the building, which 
dates from 1878, will be the 
creation of front doors for 
the ground floor units. 

Upstairs units will have 
their doors off a walkway at 
the rear of the building. 

Rous Court was built in 
memory of Henry Rous, who 
was a steward of the lockey 
Club for nearly 40 years and 
was responsible for defining 
many of the rules of racing 
which remain in force today. 

It was used as a hospital 
until the 1950s and 
subsequently became a 
sheltered housing scheme 
for the elderly. 

A report submitted with 
the planning application 
shows that parts of the 
building need 

refurbishment, although it is 
said to be generally in “fair” 
condition. 

Almshouses in the 
grounds, which are also 
owned by Racing Welfare, are 
set to be refurbished in a 
second phase of the scheme.

BRITAIN’S leading flat 
jockeys have called for 
an overhaul of the way 
racing is funded, after 
signing the Racing United 
Charter during 
Newmarket’s Champions 
meeting on Friday. 

Frankie Dettori and 
Richard Hills were among 
the jockeys to sign the 
charter, calling on the 
Government to close the 
loopholes that exist in the 
current levy system. 

These loopholes have 
allowed funding for 
British horse racing to 
drop by more than a third 
in two years from £115m 
in 2008 to just £75m in

2010. 

Frankie said: “The lads 
have signed the charter 
in the hope that people 
wake up to the damage 
bookmakers are causing 
by not paying a fair 
share. 

“The levy is the 
lifeblood of the racing 
industry, and jockeys, like 
everyone else in the 
sport, rely on it for our 
livelihoods. 

“It is not fair and not 
right that bookmakers are 
making record profits 
while those working in 
racing are made to suffer.

More than £25m spent at Yearling Sale 


MORE than £25.2 
million was spent on 
racehorses over seven 
days of the October 
Yearling Sale in 
Newmarket. 

The amount spent 
during the Book 2 and 
3 sales at Tattersalls 
was slightly up on last 
year’s equivalent sales 
when £24.1 million 
was spent. 

But this year 969 


horses were sold - 69 
more than last year - 
giving an average price 
of more than £26,000 - 
compared to more 
than £26,700 last year. 

It brings the total 
spent at the three sales 
this month to £75.9 
million. 

Last year £79.8 
million was spent at 
the equivalent sales. 

Edmond Mahony, 


Tattersalls chairman, 
said: “The total 

turnover has held up 
remarkably well, falling 
just a notch short of 
last year’s figure of 
around 76 million 
guineas and matching 
the 2008 level of 72 
million guineas. 

“The huge numbers 
have been challenging 
for all concerned, but 
looking ahead, figures 


from the Thorough¬ 
bred Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation suggest a drop 
in the combined 2010 
British and Irish foal 
crops of around 25 per 
cent, which will make 
the task of managing 
the numbers more 
straightforward next 
year. 

“While the decline in 
the foal crop is not 
confined exclusively to 


flat bred yearlings, the 
fall in numbers should 
also bring supply more 
in line with current 
levels of demand 
which is crucial for the 
industry going for¬ 
ward.”

MP praises volunteers on board the SOS bus 


MP Matthew Hancock joined 
volunteers on the West Suffolk 
SOS Bus volunteers in 
Newmarket High Street on 
Saturday. 

The bus, which provides a safe 
haven for night-time revellers in 
the town, has just completed its 
first year in service. 

Mr Hancock presented a 
cheque towards the running costs 
of the bus. 

He said: “The SOS bus is a 
shining example of an innovative 
initiative, made possible by the 
hard work and dedication of 
volunteers and public servants 
alike. As well as easing the 


burden on the emergency 
services, the bus and its 
volunteers provide safety, support 
and information for local people 
with a wide variety of problems 
and concerns. 

“I saw tonight how the SOS 
bus is a fantastic example of a 
community pulling together and 
putting its resources, time and 
energy into helping to alleviate 
local problems. It was clear how 
people enjoying a Saturday night 
out respect and appreciate the 
work done by the volunteers and 
staff, and how valuable it is to 
visitors and locals alike.” 

The bus was set up with 


around £75,000 from government 
organisations and councils. 

During its first year in 
operation more than 2,500 hours 
of work have been clocked by 
volunteers who work on it. 

Part of the bus is set up with 
medical facilities similar to those 
found in an ambulance as well as 
tea and coffee making facilities 
and video games. 

Of the 350 people who have 
visited the bus in its first year, 
more than 100 have needed some 
form of medical intervention, with 
issues ranging from a fractured 
skull, diabetes, peptic ulcer and 
minor injuries or ailments. 


A recent St John Ambulance 
report indicated that 20 per cent 
of those seen initially at the bus 
were sent on for hospital 
treatment. 

Of the remaining 80 per cent of 
cases, half of them would have 
been deemed serious enough to 
warrant a 999 emergency call if 
the bus had not been in the area 
and the remaining half would 
have needed further medical 
intervention.

Stanley, 32, of Pembroke Close, 
Mildenhall, had a suspended sentence 
activated after magistrates heard he 
had missed at least two appointments 
and had only done five hours unpaid 
work out of 60 which had been ordered 
at an earlier court hearing. 

An 18-week suspended sentence was 
activated after he admitted breaching 
the terms of a community order. 

He was given the suspended 
sentence in fuly after he admitted 
driving while disqualified. At the same 
time he was ordered to do 60 hours 
unpaid work. 

Magistrates at Bury St Edmunds 
heard that he missed two 
appointments with a probation officer 
in August and on one occasion got a 
friend to call saying he had a bad back. 

Stanley was arrested on a warrant 
issued by the court after he failed to 
turn up for a hearing last month to 
consider the breaches of the order. 

David Stewart, in mitigation, argued 
that it would “probably be unjust” to 
activate the suspended sentence as 
Stanley suffered from back problems 
and although he had doctor’s 
certificates he could not produce them 
to the court. 

He said Stanley had already spent 
two nights in custody after he was 
arrested on the warrant. 

Mr Stewart said the order for unpaid 
work should be made “more onerous” 
by the addition of extra hours of work. 

But presiding magistrate Colin Reeve 
told Stanley: “You were warned when 
the suspended sentence was imposed 
what would happen if you did not 
comply with the order. You have 
breached numerous community orders 
in the past.” 


Leading trainer 
plans to build 
90 more stables 


ONE of the world’s leading 
racehorse owners and 
breeders is planning to 
almost double the number 
of horses at one of his 
stable complexes. 

Godolphin, the racing 
organisation headed by Sheikh 
Mohammed, ruler of Dubai, 
wants to expand Moulton 
Paddocks stables on the edge of 
Newmarket with an additional 90 
stable boxes. 

The private multi-million 
pound facility was created five 
years ago with 110 stable boxes. 

A statement attached to the 
application for planning 
permission says: “[Godolphin’s] 
desire and focus in creating a 
training centre of excellence at 
Newmarket means that more 
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stables are required to ensure 
they are able to cope with 
additional horses. 

“These expansion plans will 
boost Newmarket’s economy 
with more employment and an 
additional demand for the 
ancillary services required for 
stables and staff.” 

Godolphin already employs 
around 350 people - many of 
them migrant workers - at 
Moulton Paddocks and its other 
stables in Bury Road, 
Newmarket. 

No additional staff are 
expected to be taken on to cope 
with the extra horses. 

Godolphin was launched in 
1992 with just a handful of horses 


and has developed into what is 
described as “the world’s leading 
international horse racing 
entity.” 

The scheme, as submitted to 
Forest Heath District Council, 
includes equipment stores, two 
horse exercisers, two covered 
lunge rings, an all-weather 
warm-up ring an office and 
facilities for vets and farriers. 

In a separate scheme there are 
plans for a roof linking the 
solarium and hydrotherapy 
buildings at the stables. 

The Moulton Paddocks Estate, 
which was acquired by 
Godolphin in 2004 covers more 
than 1,000 acres. It has its own 
private exercise areas and other 
facilities and much of the estate 
is hidden from view by trees and 
high hedges.

Ball games ban for teens 
on residential play area 


PARENTS are furious after 
discovering teenagers are to be 
banned from playing ball 
games on a residential play 
area. 

Only children under the age of 13 
will be allowed to play football, cricket 
and other ball games on Guntons 
Close play area in Soham. 

Town councillors are placing a 
restriction on the park prohibiting 
anyone aged 13 and over from playing 
ball games. 

The move, after “constant” com- 
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plaints, has angered other residents, 
who have blasted it as “over the top”. 

A mother-of-three, who did not 
want to be named, said: “Two of my 
children are over the age of 13 and I 
think it’s ridiculous. How can you stop 
teenagers from playing everyday 
games like football and rugby? 

“That’s what play areas are for - to 
let off steam outdoors and socialise 
with friends. By doing this, the 


council is just encouraging teenagers 
to do other things such as smoke and 
drink.” 

Another resident who contacted 
the Weekly News said: “My sons are 14 
and 16 and love having a kick-about 
out on the green. To stop them from 
doing this is pathetic and over the 
top.” 

“It seems all we do these days is 
take more and more away from our 
young people.” 

A resident who requested the 
restriction originally asked Soham 
Town Council to erect a sign to 


prohibit the playing of all ball games 
on the play area. 

However, a spokeswoman for the 
authority said: “Our committee 
thought banning all ball games was 
not appropriate. 

“This resident has complained to 
us constantly about young people 
causing havoc by playing ball games 
and we have to listen to the people we 
represent. 

“The committee has now decided 
to erect a sign prohibiting people 
aged 13 and over from playing ball 
games on the park.”

Farmer offers reward 
to catch fly-tippers 


Community 
groups share 
record cash 
from carnival 

MORE than 30 community 
groups shared a record £10,240 
raised at a village carnival. 

All organisations which took 
part in this summer’s Burwell 
Carnival shared the money 
raised at a presentation evening 
at the village’s Ex-Service Club. 

A total of £10,240 was shared 
by 33 organisations compared 
to last year’s event when £9,125 
was shared by 34 groups. 

The bucket collection during 
the parade, in fune, was up by 
£100 to £1,515. 

Business sponsorship was up 
by £400 to £3,700 and 
commercial food stalls brought 
in an additional £200. 

A sell-out comedy night also 
helped boost the funds and 
another planned for Saturday, 
November 20 at the village’s 
Gardiner Memorial Hall is also 
sold out. 

Peter Lancaster, a member of 
the carnival committee, said: 
“Concerted hard work by the 
committee ensured that the 
distribution fund was the 
biggest in Burwell carnival 
history.” 

He appealed for more 
volunteers to help with next 
year’s event which is planned 
for Saturday, fune 25, when the 
theme will be “The natural 
world”. 


A FED-UP farmer is 
offering a reward for 
evidence that leads to the 
prosecution of fly-tippers 
who illegally dump rubb¬ 
ish on his land. 

John Taylor has had to remove 
nearly five tons of rubbish from 
his land at Fordham. 

Now he is offering a reward 
for information which would 
lead to the successful pros¬ 
ecution of those responsible for 
dumping on his land and other 
sites in the area. 

“It’s costing me between £200 
and £300 to have the rubbish 
cleared away,” he said. 

“I’ve had three loads removed 
in the last two weeks. It's getting 
out of control in the country¬ 
side.” 

He said the rubbish included 
tree branches and leaves as well 
old car tyres for which extra 
charges are made at official 
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disposal yards. 

“East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has been very good, but 
they need evidence to bring a 
prosecution,” he said. 

Mr Taylor said there were 
similar problems in Burwell and 
Reach. 

He is offering an unspecified 
reward for the information. 

Dave White, waste strategy 
team leader at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
said: “We have every sympathy 
for Mr Taylor and we are trying 
to help where we can. 

“In the last year, we have 
made significant inroads in 
dealing with fly tipping - we 
were recently judged in a 
Government report as having a 
very effective performance but 


obviously there will always be 
people who think they can get 
away with what is actually a 
criminal offence. 

“By working in partnership 
with the police and others, 
through effective enforcement 
and also education, we have 
begun to make an impact on fly¬ 
tipping in the district. 

He added: “However we are 
not complacent and we are 
currently looking to see if there 
are trends to recent incidents so 
we can target our resources 
better.”

Man jailed for 
touching girl 


Housing group 
set for merger 


A HOUSING association set 
up six years ago to take over 
former council homes is set 
to merge with three other 
associations. 

Kings’ Forest housing, which 
took over more than 3,200 homes 
from Forest Heath District 
Council, is now set to merge with 
three other associations in the 
Flagship group. 

A consultation with tenants is 
being carried out under the 
banner of lFuture. 

Kings’ Forest has just completed 
a £15.6 million five-year 
improvement programme which 
has included fitting new heating, 
kitchens and bathrooms to many 
properties. 

It has also built more than 400 
new homes in association with the 
council. 
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Flagship has said the merger 
would help the association 
respond to “tough challenges” 
ahead. 

If the merger is agreed the new 
association would have a single 
board of management. 

David McQuade, chief executive 
of Flagship, said: “We are 
convinced this is the right thing to 
do for Flagship, and most imp¬ 
ortantly, for the longer term 
benefit of our customers and our 
staff. 

“However, it’s important that we 
hear our customers’ views before 
we go ahead. Our aim is to ensure 
that customers are well informed 
about our lFuture proposals and 
we would like to engage with as 


many customers as possible.” 

The consultation will run 
throughout this month with a 
roadshow tour bus visiting areas 
of Suffolk and Norfolk. 

The aims of the merger include 
making the association more 
accessible at a local level and to 
invest in more front-line staff. It 
would also result in “significant” 
savings in administration. 

A new 24-hour freephone 
service would be supported by the 
merger together with the setting 
up of a series of “customer service 
stations”. 

The future of the Kings’ Forest 
headquarters in Mildenhall is 
unclear. 

The results of the consultation 
will be considered by the four 
boards in November and the 
changeover will take place early 
next year if they agree. 


A MAN in his 60s has been jailed for 18 
months for indecently touching a girl 
under 13. 

Anthony Pordage, 62, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court for sentence 
after being convicted by a jury at a 
previous hearing. 

He had denied a charge of sexually 
touching the girl as she sat on his knee 
in a house in Mildenhall in fanuary. 

fudge David Goodin told Pordage, 
of Trinity Avenue, Mildenhall, that he 
would remain on the sex offenders’ 
register for 10 years. 

fudge Goodin also made a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order which 
prohibits Pordage from being with any 
child aged under 16 except when his 
wife or the child’s parent or legal 
guardian is present. The order will be 
in force indefinitely. 

The girl described the offence while 
giving evidence via a video link at the 
trial. She said she had felt unwell 
afterwards but did not tell her mother 
until two days later. 

During the trial, Pordage denied all 
the allegations which the girl said 
happened as she sat on his lap in front 
of a computer screen. 

Defence barrister Lindsay Cox told 
the court: “This appears to have been 
an absolute aberration in the conduct 
of this man.” He said Pordage had no 
previous convictions.

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A NEW scheme to make 
empty shop fronts more 
attractive has been 
launched.

The association is also 
promoting a Dragons’ Den-style 
contest, with the title Strictly 
Come Newmarket, to attract new 
businesses to the town and fill 
some of the around 15 empty 
shops.

‘Shilling a year’ 
village hall to be 
sold for housing

A THATCHED hall 
gifted to a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire village is 
being sold because 
the local community 
cannot afford to run 
it - even though the 
rent is just a shilling 
(5p) a year. 

Broughton Hall at Lode 
was built in 1930 in 
memory of wealthy civil 
engineer Urban Brought¬ 
on by widow Lady Fair- 
haven and her sons, Hutt- 
leston and Henry 
Broughton. 

In the 1920s, they also 
bought Anglesey Abbey 
and its grounds, which 
were subsequently gifted 
with an endowment to 
the National Trust. 

Broughton Hall was 
made available to the 
village for local families to 
use as a village hall, at a 
peppercorn rent. 

But modern-day costs 
associated with the 
building, including more 
than £50,000 for 
rethatching the roof, 
mean it is too expensive 
for local people to

maintain - and the 
present Lord and Lady 
Fairhaven have decided 
to put it on the market 
through property firm 
Savills, for £600,000. 

Planning permission 
has been granted for the 
building to be converted 
into three four-bedroom 
houses. 

Lady Fairhaven told the 
Weekly News : “We’ve 
really had no choice but 
to put the building up for 
sale. At one time it was 
the centre of the village, 
with all sorts of activities 
going on there. But it 
hasn’t been used for the 
past 10 years. 

“At a rent of a shilling a 
year for all those years, we 
feel we have done our bit 


to try to help the 
community, but there is 
now no other option but 
to sell it.” 

East Cambridgeshire 
district councillor Bob 
Stevens, who lives in 
Lode, said: “It certainly is 
an expensive building to 
run. Heating it, for 
example, costs a lot of 
money, because the brick 
walls are relatively thin.” 

He said the sale of the 
property would prevent it 
becoming derelict. 

He added: “The village 
does have other 
alternative facilities, 
including a small church, 
a Baptist chapel, and also 
a recently built sports 
pavilion with a small hall 
attached to it.”

Five police forces trial shared use of helicopters 


FIVE police forces pooled 
resources in a three-month trial to 
share the use of helicopters. 

Cambridgeshire, Suffolk, Essex, 
Norfolk and Kent took part in the 
trial during April, May and June. 

Helicopters were directed to 
where they were needed in the five 
counties from a single point of 
contact control centre. 

During the trial more than 1,500 
incidents were attended across the 


counties. The results showed 
increases in arrests, locating 
missing people and finding stolen 
or suspect vehicles. 

Chief Inspector Ady Dawson, of 
Suffolk police’s specialist 
operations unit, said: “This trial 
was not only about trying to 
identify potential future costs 
savings but also about identifying 
areas where improvement can be 
made and a better level of service 


can be offered to the public. 

“Air Support Units are extremely 
valuable tools in policing our 
region’s counties and by working 
together an increase in the amount 
of positive results was seen.” 

The trail was an additional 
aspect of the National Review of 
Police Air Operations, which is 
being led by Chief Constable Alex 
Marshall in Hampshire. Further 
trials may take place in the future.

B ounding 

around the 
Cambridge and 
District Toy Library, 
little Samuel 
Chatfield is the 
picture of health. 

The two-year-old 
chatters happily to 
his mum, Dot, as he 
plays with the toys, 
pausing every now 
and again to 
clamber onto her lap 
for a quick cuddle 
before whizzing off 
to try something 
else. 

In fact Samuel looks 
so bonny that it’s almost 
impossible to believe 
that he was born more 
than three months 
prematurely. And, 
weighing just lib 14oz, 
his chances of survival 
were slim. 

It was in May 2008, 
when Dot was just 25 
weeks pregnant, that her 
waters broke. 

“My pregnancy was 
going really well, with 
no problems at all, so it 
was a complete shock,” 
she says. 

Terrified, she rushed 
to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital where she was 
immediately put on bed 
rest, and two days later 
her contractions began. 
“I laboured for about

24 hours, and then he 
came along,” says Dot. 
“He was born at exactly 
26 weeks and weighed 
less than a bag of sugar.” 

The moment he was 
delivered, Samuel was 
whisked away before 
Dot could even set eyes 
on him. And she and her 
husband Jonathan were 
warned that he might 
not make it. 

“When a baby that 
premature is born, they 
know how long they can 
keep resuscitating the 
baby before it’s beyond 
life, and they’d said to us 
that they’d work on 
Samuel for 20 minutes 
before making a 
decision,” she says. 

“We could see the 
clock from where we 
were, and we just 
watched it...” 

The wait, she says, 
was agonising. 

“At that moment 
you’re just hoping that 
he’s alive, just hoping 
against all hope, really 
It’s just a waiting game 
until they come and tell 
you that the baby’s alive 
and stable.” 

Fortunately the news 
was hopeful. Samuel 
had rallied, and a few 
hours later they were 
allowed to see their son 


for the first time: “But it 
was three days before 
we were able to hold 
him,” says Dot. And he 
was, not surprisingly, 
absolutely tiny: “His 
body fitted into the 
palm of my hand; he 
was very, very small.” 

But Samuel wasn’t out 
of the woods yet. “He 
had a small brain 
haemorrhage when he 
was born, he had holes 
in his heart, and he 
needed several blood 
transfusions,” explains 
Dot. “We were just living 
in hope that he’d 
continue to get stronger 
and that he would be all 
right.” 

Dot realised that 
Samuel would need to 
stay in the NICU (Neo¬ 
natal Intensive Care 
Unit) for some time, but 
sadly they couldn’t 
accommodate her too. 

“There’s only a certain 
number of rooms that 
they have there for 
parents, and naturally 
they prioritise the 
people who have the 
sickest children, and the 
parents who live 
furthest away And 
because we only live in 
Impington we had to go 
home. And that was 
very, very difficult. 

“On the day I was 
discharged we had to get 
a steriliser and a breast 
pump, because I was 


trying to give him my 
milk,” she remembers. 
“And I was just so 
traumatised that I had 
to go round Tesco’s with 
my sunglasses on, just 
crying because I 
couldn’t believe I’d had 
to leave my little boy” 

Soon though, it 
became routine: “You 
have no choice, so you 
just do it. Jonathan 
would go in first thing in 
the morning, and I 
would then go in all day, 
and then Jonathan 
would go there in the 
evening. So the only 
time he was on his own 
was at night. It’s very 
difficult, but you have 
no choice and you just 
cope, knowing and 
hoping that one day 
you’ll take him home.” 

Samuel stayed in the 
NICU for five-and-a-half 
weeks before being 
transferred to 
Hinchingbrooke for a 
further four-and-a-half 
weeks. During that time, 
Dot tried to be as hands- 
on as she could: “The 
staff are great at letting 
you do as much as you 
feel comfortable doing 
to your little ones. So we 
were able to change his 
lines, clean his mouth, 
change his nappies and 
that sort of thing. You 
wouldn’t believe how 
small the nappies were! 

“They do this really 
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Proud: mum Dot says Samuel is doing just fine. 


good thing at the hospital 
where they give you a 
memory box of things 
that they’ve worn or had 
on them, like 
temperature probes and 
masks, and I’ve got a 
sample of a nappy he had 
on when he was born - a 
clean one! - and it’s the 
tiniest thing you ever 
saw.” 

After 10 long weeks, 
Samuel was finally 
allowed to come 
home. “He was still 
really small. He was 
about 41b 13 when he 
came home, but he was 
feeding properly by 
then.” 

It was, says Dot: “Very 
nerve-wracking, having 
had support all that time, 
but it was very nice to be 
home.” 

But this was only the 
start of Samuel’s journey: 
“What they can’t tell you, 
of course, is whether 
they’ll be damaged in any 
way, whether there’ll be 
developmental problems. 
Because no-one can tell 
you that until they start to 
grow,” says Dot. 

During his first year, 
Samuel was in an out of 
hospital quite frequently. 
His lungs were rather 
weak and he developed 
several chest infections: 
“But actually I think we 


came out of it very lightly; 
he just thrived. He got 
better and better,” smiles 
Dot. “He’s just normal 
now, really, he just gets 
the usual colds that other

people have.” 

As for the holes in his 
heart, one has closed and 
the other is very small: 
“They will look at him 
again when he’s 4, just to 
make sure it hasn’t got 
any bigger, so they’ve said 
treat him as if he’s got a 
normal heart. And that’s 
very exciting because we 
were facing an operation 
at Great Ormond Street, 
and we’re very glad we’ve 
not had to do that.” 

One place that Dot 
found to be an absolute 
haven was the Cambridge 
and District Toy Library at 
Addenbrooke’s.

She first took Samuel 
when he was around 15 
months old. 

“He needed help with 
walking and crawling; he 
wasn’t co-ordinating very 
well, and he was 23 
months when he walked. 

“The toy library has 
helped in so many ways; 
we often come away 
with things that help 
him fine motor skills, 
his cognitive 
development, and his 
speech. It’s been 
great, and we go quite 
regularly - every 
couple of weeks.” 

Today, Samuel is living 
life to the full, and Dot is 
extremely proud of him. 
“He’s doing very well,” 
she says. “We’re waiting 
for our two-year 
assessment, when they’ll 
tell us then whether he’s 
on a par with other 2- 
year-olds born at full 
term. 

“But compared to his 
little friends that he sees, 
he’s doing fine.” 

Dot still treasures her 
memory box: “It’s good 
because you look back at 
that and you remember 
how difficult it was, but 
how wonderful it is that 
he’s come through the 
other side of it all,” she 
smiles. 

“He’s our little miracle.”

A VET raised more than £3,500 for animal 
rescue and support organisations by 
running in four marathons. 

Josh Lida, of Lida Vets based in 
Grosvenor Yard, off Newmarket High 
Street, ran the Loch Ness marathon twice, 
the Edinburgh marathon and the Tiberias 
marathon in Israel in the past two years. 

Dr Lida said: “I want to thank wonderful 
friends and clients from Newmarket and 
the villages for their sponsorship which 
will go towards animal welfare in the area 
- in particular, injured and suffering 
animals and stray dogs and cats that are 
no longer helped by the RSPCA.’’ 

The money is being shared by 
Newmarket Cats, Cat-aholics and the local 
Cambridge RSPCA branch. Around £500 
raised separately when he ran in some 
half-marathons was given to Hearing Dogs 


for the Deaf and the Dogs’ Trust. 

Sponsors of Dr Lida also took part in a 
contest to guess the number of minutes it 
took him to complete the four marathons - 
1,235 minutes. The winners will receive a 
bottle of champagne donated by Corney 
and Barrow wine merchants in 
Newmarket. 

In 2005 he raised around £4,700 for 
animal charities when he ran in three 
marathons. 

Lida Vets is entering its 20th year with 
improvements at its premises to provide 
separate waiting areas for cats and dogs, 
a larger store and dispensary and a lift.

Aircraft route 
plans delayed 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
establish aircraft holding 
patterns over Newmarket’s 
racehorse breeding stud farms 
have been put off because of a 
drop in the number of flights. 

NATS, the UK’s leading air navigation 
service provider, has postponed plans 
for further consultation over changes to 
airspace north of London. Instead, the 
proposals will be incorporated into a 
wider review of airspace over southern 
England. 

With fewer flights than in 2008 when 
the original consultation over changes 
to the Terminal Control North (TCN) 
area, which includes areas south of 
Newmarket and Cambridge, there is 
less urgency to bring in changes. 

Current forecasts show that air traffic 
levels are not expected to return to the 
peak levels of 2007 until at least 
2013/14. 

The proposals were opposed by 
leaders of Newmarket’s horse racing 
industry who were concerned that 
aircraft noise could disturb the horses. 

A “stacking area” for planes waiting 
to land at Stansted was proposed in the 
area. 

Alex Bristol, development and 
investment director of NATS, said: “We

are looking at combining the necessary 
changes in the TCN proposal with 
other projects currently under way to 
create a bigger benefit overall. 

“We are already working on a wider 
project involving the airspace over 
much of southern England. The TCN 
benefits are very much a part of helping 
us deliver bigger benefits, albeit on a 
longer timescale. These include 
keeping aircraft higher for longer on 
more direct routes, which saves fuel 
burn and C02 and means less noise for 
people on the ground. 

“Whilst the downturn in air traffic 
means we can take longer to ensure we 
have the best solution, we have always 
been clear that doing nothing is not a 
long-term option. 

“This is a large and very complex 
area of airspace with many interactions 
and as traffic levels pick up, changes 
will be necessary to ensure continued 
safety and reduce delay. 

“The work we have done so far in 
TCN - and the feedback we have from 
the 2008 consultation - will be very 
much a part of our revised plans.”

The big film 


THE SOCIAL NETWORK 
certificate 12A 120m 

ON July 21 this year, social 
networking site Facebook 
proudly welcomed its 500 
millionth user to the online fold. 
It’s a mind-boggling statistic, 
even more so when you 
consider that seven years ago, 
no-one had heard of the site. 

In less than a decade, an idea 
born in the hallowed corridors of 
Harvard University has quite 
literally taken over the world and 
changed the way we 
communicate. 

Like all good ideas, the site has 
made its creators very wealthy 
but as Ben Mezrich’s book The 
Accidental Billionaires 
chronicled, the turbulent history 
of Facebook led to not just one 
but two lawsuits. 

Working from a screenplay by 
Aaron Sorkin, David Fincher 
employs a fractured chronology 
to dissect the jealousy and 
betrayal which underpinned the 
success of the site. 

The Social Network opens by 
introducing central protagonist 
Mark Zuckerberg (Jesse 
Eisenberg), a computer nerd 
whose lack of social skills 
become apparent as he is

deservedly dumped by his 
girlfriend (Rooney Mara). 

In revenge, Mark spews bile in 
an online blog then creates a 
crude website called facemash. 
com, which racks up “22,000 
hits in two hours” and brings the 
nerd to the attention of Divya 
Narendra (Max Minghella) and 
Winklevoss twins (Armie 
Hammer), who want Mark to 
program their internal social 
networking site called 
HarvardConnection. 

Soon after, Mark approaches 
friends Eduardo Saverin 
(Andrew Garfield), Dustin 
Moskovitz (Joseph Mazzello) 
and Chris Hughes (Patrick 
Mapel) with an almost identical 
idea. 

The whole campus excitedly 
logs on and the friends expand 


to Stanford and eventually 
across the Atlantic, before Sean 
Parker (Justin Timberlake), the 
entrepreneur behind Napster, 
becomes involved and offers 
Mark his advice. 

The Social Network is technically 
flawless, powered by Fincher’s 
dazzling direction including a 
bravura rowing sequence at 
Henley Regatta set to a 
reworking of Grieg’s In The Hall 
Of The Mountain King. 

Sorkin’s screenplay is equally 
polished - so much so that 
characters speak without 
hesitation or pause for thought, 
which strains credibility, even at 
one of America’s most revered 
seats of learning. 

Eisenberg’s compelling, one- 
note performance fails to reveal 
any chinks of humanity beneath 
Zuckerberg’s thick skin. 

Indeed, to the final frame, the 
character is an emotionally cold 
and unsympathetic loner, which 
leaves us with no-one to root for 
as the legal battle turns nasty. 
Garfield is much more likeable 
and when he vows revenge 
against Mark, seething, “I’m not 
coming back for 30 per cent, I’m 
coming back for everything,” it’s 
the closest we come to a rush of 
adrenaline.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

| Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

Creating a natural 
look with your bulbs 



BEAUTIFUL: snowdrops are among the bulbs that can 
help create a natural and welcoming look for your 
garden in spring. 


I f you’ve ever walked 
through a sea of 
bluebells in the woods in 
spring, or wondered at the 
beauty of an endless carpet 
of snowdrops under trees or 
drifts of purple crocuses 
peeping through the grass, 
you’ll realise the value of 
naturalising bulbs. 

Natural drifts of flowering bulbs 
are one of the most welcoming 
sights of spring, whether in 
dappled shade or in large stretches 
of lawn where they appear in their 
full glory in the brilliant sunshine. 

In meadows, camassias and 
ffitillaries poke their heads out 
beyond longer grass, while later in 
the year autumn crocus bloom 
under trees when everything else 
has faded. 

Some gardeners choose to plant 
narcissi in their lawns to add a 
splash of colourful contrast in the 
spring sunshine and there are 
many varieties which are ideal for 
this job, including the dwarf types 
N. ‘Hawera’ and ‘Tete a Tete’. 

You can naturalise bulbs even if 
you don’t have a big garden. Some 
bulbs will do well under the 
canopy of a mature shrub or even

at the foot of a hedge or wall, but 
if you want a wildflower look 
choose bulbs with small, delicate- 
looking flowers, avoiding big, 
bold, brash double-flowered 
daffodils or anything that would 
look better in a more manicured, 
orderly garden. 

For a natural look, plant bulbs in 
random clumps and space them 
irregularly over the planting area, 
sticking to one type if you want 
drifts to maximise the effect. Avoid 
a geometric pattern at all costs. 

The traditional way is to drop a 
handful of bulbs on the ground 
and plant them where they fall. 

To naturalise bulbs in grass, 
remember that you will need to 
wait at least six weeks after the last 
flowers have faded before cutting 
the grass, to allow the leaves to 
produce the food for the 


developing bulbs below ground, 
which will provide next year’s 
display. 

Plant the bulbs in an area where 
you’ll be happy to leave the grass 
long for a few weeks while the 
leaves die down naturally. 

When planting in grass, lift 
squares of turf with a spade, 
cutting around the turves to the 
required depth and then folding 
them back after planting and 
firming them down. 

As a rule, bulbs need to be 
planted at least three times the 
depth of the bulb and spaced at 
least twice its diameter, as they 
need space to multiply without 
becoming overcrowded. 

Planting a few clumps close to 
each other and scattering others a 
short way from the main colony 
will create a natural effect. If the 
grass is thin and the ground soft, 
you can use a bulb planter 
although I find these quite hard 
work if you are planting a lot of 
bulbs. 

Good specimens for naturalising 
in grass include crocus, narcissi, 
muscari, camassia, erythronium, 
snowdrops, scilla and 
omithogalum. Those which can do 
well under trees include Anemone 
blanda, winter aconite (eranthis), 


Chionodoxa luciliae and trillium. 

Most tulips don’t look their best 
naturalised in grass. Taller single 
varieties may look stunning for 
just one season but may need to be 
lifted and many will need 
replacing every year. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Storing apples and pears 

Early apples and pears are best 
picked straight from the tree and 
eaten immediately as they don’t 
keep well, while mid-season 
varieties rapidly lose flavour and 
texture so are again best eaten 
straight after picking. Only late 
varieties, harvested in October 
before the first frost, such as 
‘Sturmer Pippin’, ‘Newton 
Wonder’ and ‘Ashmead’s Kernel’, 
can last throughout the winter 
month s . 

The secret is to pick the fruit at 
the right time. Fruit is ripe when it 
comes away from the branch if 
twisted slightly. Pears shrivel when 
picked too early, and become 
woolly when picked too late. 

Pick apples and pears carefully 
to avoid bruising them, otherwise 
they won’t keep, and always 
harvest them in dry weather, 
picking all the fruits before the 
first frosts. 


Examine apples carefully and 
put aside any damaged fruits for 
stewing, as they won’t keep. The 
room where you store your apples 
should have a low, even 
temperature, good ventilation and 
a moist atmosphere. Cellars are 
better than attics, where 
temperatures vary and the 
atmosphere is drier. 

Ideally, place apples in a 
cardboard tray lined with a sheet 


of newspaper, making sure they 
do not touch. Put them in a well- 
ventilated sheltered place for a 
few days so the fruit can dry out, 
then move them to their storage 
place. 

Check them regularly and 
remove any that are beginning to 
rot. Containers should allow air to 
circulate, so stacking crates, 
slatted wooden shelves or 
polystyrene trays are suitable.

Cecil’s champion duo 


ASCOT may well attract double 
the crowd for the all-new 
Champions’ Day next year - 
but it must be doubtful if the 
raw emotion shown by the 
Newmarket faithful on 
Saturday will ever be matched. 

The afternoon will always be 
remembered for the 
achievements of Henry Cecil as 
perhaps the town’s most popular 
figure claimed both Group One 
races. 

First Frankel (4-6) made short 
work of what was billed the 
two-year-old race of the century 
in the Dubai Dewhurst Stakes, 
and just over half an hour later 
Twice Over (7-2) captured a 
second consecutive Emirates 
Airline Champion Stakes. 

The pair were owned by Prince 
Khalid Abdullah, Cecil’s 
long-standing patron to whom 
he feels he owes everything, and 
each was ridden with expertise 
by Tom Queally. 

The Dewhurst took higher 
billing due to the clash of three 
greatly regarded colts, and many 
wanted to see Frankel fighting 
toe-to-toe with Dream Ahead 
and Saamidd. 

But two of the big three failed 
to deliver and Frankel took full 
advantage, coming two and a 
quarter lengths clear without 
Queally resorting to his whip. 

Cecil has not been restrained 
in his opinions about Frankel’s 
ability during the countdown, 
and he was not backtracking 
now. He is generally 4-5 favourite 
for next year’s 2000 Guineas and 
3-1 for Derby. 

“I’m very lucky to have him, 
and I’ve never had a two-year-old 
who works like him,” Cecil said. 

“The last I can remember 
seeing was (French superstar) 
Arazi, and they’re similar in some 
ways.

“This horse has got a lot of 
potential. Hopefully he has a 
good winter and if everything 
goes right, he should make a 
lovely three-year-old. 

“If he was a Formula One Car 
he’d win everything, so long as I 
didn’t drive him!” 

The Champion Stakes will 
move to Ascot next year as part of 
a revamped occasion and Twice 
Over became the last of an 
esteemed list including Triptych 
and Brigadier Gerard, each dual 
winners last century. 

It never really looked in much 
doubt either, as the 
joint-favourite was swinging 
along on the bit until Queally 


asked him to advance upon the 
leader Debussy a furlong from 
home. 

“It’s a lovely feeling,” said Cecil, 
who was on the cusp of shedding 
tears after a hero’s reception 
from the crowd. 

“A few years ago on this day I 
was at Catterick and I will go on 
for as long as the Prince is with 
me. If it wasn’t for him I probably 
wouldn’t be here now. 

“Mentally I feel very good but I 
just wish my health was better. 
It’s great when it all goes right - it 
doesn’t always fall like this.” 

Also the Coral-Eclipse winner, 
Twice Over will continue to chase 
the riches in 2011 and will be 


aimed for another crack at the 
Dubai World Cup in March. 
Meanwhile, on a stellar card, 
Brian Meehan was quick to heap 
praise on Barbados-born jockey 
Louis-Philippe Beuzelin after 
Aaim To Prosper landed the 
totesport.com Cesarewitch. 

The 19-year-old was involved 
in a bad car accident back home 
just under a year ago, and it has 
taken time to build up his 
confidence and number of rides 
to get him back to his best. 

A delighted Meehan added: 
“Louis spoke to Frankie Dettori 
and Martin Dwyer about the 
horse, walked the track and gave 
him a real copy-book ride.”
